Rumors of the Austro- It alien agreement over the Trieste controversy have 
not disturbed the Sultan. "The Unholy Alliance is still firm," he announced 
yesterday. 

Dateline: Moscow 

The Grand .Russian Fleet which was vacationing in Rumania for the winter has ret 
urned to its base afc Sevastopol. Czar Millerinski wishes to advise all Nations that 
Rumania is now. free - under the military protection of the Russian jf&npire - and ad- 
vises both Austria-Hungary and Turkey to keep "Hands Offl" 

Because r>f the sad state of affairs of the civil government in Germany, the 
people of Berlin have aske d the Russian army on maneuvers in Silesia to enter the 
city and help maintain law and order until the German armies return from the field 
and assume the resporisibilty. The Czar is most willing tp do so, and to help our 
brothers in Germany, in any other way possible, to prevent further bloodshed and riot 
ing in the strife-torn German cities.

Emperor of Austria- Hungary, Holy Roman Emperor, etc.

I am pleased that you accepted the title we graciously bestowed upon you 
as prince of Dalmatia. The Austrians accept all people as friends and 
equals, not to be looked dowm upom because of race, creed, religion, or national 
origin. Our two great countries must not waste themselves in useless warfare 
with each other, but be free to deal with more oppressing enemies. Together 
we could even wield a sword of peace in the war-torn Balkans and be recognized 
as lovers of peace and not war-mongering monarchs.
